U. S. Office of Good Roads Gives the 


Principal Advantages of the 


Brick Roads 


Washington, July 29.—(By United 


Press) — Continuing its advice on 
road-building the United States office 
of Good Roads today discussed brick 
as a building material. 


Forty-four years ago the first brick 


road in the United States was con- 
structed in Charleston, W. Va. 


'The 
experience 
of 
forty-four 


years," says the U. S. office of Good 
Roads, "has demonstrated that it is 
entirely practical to construct satis 
factory brick roads." 
_ 


"These roads," says Uncle Sam's 


experts, "now are giving general sat 
isfaction, when properly constructed 
and it is probable that their mileage 
will continue to increase rapidly." 


The 
principal advantages of the 


brick road according to the govern- 
ment road service are: 


1. Durability under practically all 


traffic conditions. 


2. They afford easy traction and 


good foothold. 


3. Easily maintained 
and 
kept 


clean. 


The only disadvantage 
attributed 


to this type of road is the high initial 
cost. 
This is largely 
offset, it is 


figured, by the low maintenance nm.' 
general stamina of the road. 


The best type of brick road, in the 


opinion of the government road ex- 
perts, is a good brick laid on a sand 
cushion, with a substantial concrete 
foundation. 


The most essential 
factor in the 


building of a good brick road is the 
selection of a suitable brick. 
The 


United States road men recommend 
bricks made from shales and fire clay» 
of the "lean" varieties. 
The shales 


are red while the fire clays produce a 
light-colored road. 
The brick chosen 


should be hard, rough and uniform in 
size. 


Although a definite speculation as 


to crushing strength is not neces&ary, 
good paving brick should withstand a 
pressure of from 
15,000 to 20,000 


pounds per square inch. 


For the brick road, a concrete foun- 


dation is advisable, but where the 
traffic is light, broken stone will often 
suffice. 
Should 
stone, be 
used, il 


should be put on in courses, the larg- 
est stones at the bottom, and should 
be from 8 to 10 inches deep. 


The more satisfactory concrete base 


may be a composition of one parl 
Portland cement, three parts sand and 
live to seven parts broken stone or 
gravel. 
This should then be covered 


to a depth of two inches with a clean 
sand, spread dry. On this sand 
cushion the bricks are laid on edge 
and at right angles to the line of the 
road. 
Each alternate row shoul.l be- 


gin a half a brick in. 
Ramming and 


rolling complete the road.

Admiral Winslow, Commander of 


The Pacific Fleet, Retires Today 


Washington, July 29.—With the re- 


irement of Admiral Cameron Mc- 
Rae Winslow, who today turns over 
he command of the Pacific Fleet to 
Rear Admiral Caperton and goes- on 
he retired list on account of age, the 
United States Navy loses one of its 
.blest and most honorable and useful 
ervants. His career, from the tiaue 
if his graduation from the naval 
academy in 1875, has been full oy 
lonors and credit, and few officers or 
he navy have served in so many dif- 
erent capacities. 


Admiral Winslow comes of the fa- 


mous naval family of that name, be- 
ng a nephew of the Winslow who 
commanded the Kearsage in her fa- 
TIOUS battle with the Alabama. He 
was born in the District of Columbia 
and entered the Annapolis academy 


has held the rank of rear admiral 
since that 1813. When he first went 
to sea it was with the old man-of- 
war Hartford, and from that.time, lo 
this he has been part of the evolution 
of the navy, with conspicuous ap- 
pointments to land duty alternating 
with the routine service at sea that 
has taken him about the world again 
and again. He visited officially the 
Paris exposition of 1878 and the 
Queen's Jubilee in London in 1897. 
He was present at the inauguration 
of President Gomez in Caracas, Ven- 
ezuela, and of 'President Gomez at 
Havana. His 
appointment to the 


command of the Pacific fleet comes 
as a reward for his recent distin- 
guished services in the work of re- 
storing order in Haiti and San Do- 
mingo.

His first sea duty after graduation 


was in the "big ship Tennessee" on 
the Asiatic station, 1875-77.

vessels he served in includes the Con- 
stitution, Pensacola, Kearsage, AI- 
iance and Terror to 1895. He was 
advanced several numbers for extra- 
ordinary heroism during the war with 
Spain.

he most gallantly led a small party 
of volunteers to cut the Cuban cables 
off Cienfuegos, Cuba, in order thai 
the Spanish forces might be cut off 
from all communication with Spain.

UNCLE SAM HAS GOOD WORD 


FOR THE BIRCK ROAD 


U. S. Office of Good Roads Gives the 


Principal Advantages of the 


Brick Roads 


Washington, July 29.—(By United 


Press) — Continuing its advice on 
road-building the United States office 
of Good Roads today discussed brick 
as a building material. 


Forty-four years ago the first brick 


road in the United States was con- 
structed in Charleston, W. Va. 


'The 
experience 
of 
forty-four 


years," says the U. S. office of Good 
Roads, "has demonstrated that it is 
entirely practical to construct satis 
factory brick roads." 
_ 


"These roads," says Uncle Sam's 


experts, "now are giving general sat 
isfaction, when properly constructed 
and it is probable that their mileage 
will continue to increase rapidly." 


The 
principal advantages of the 


brick road according to the govern- 
ment road service are: 


1. Durability under practically all 


traffic conditions. 


2. They afford easy traction and 


good foothold. 


3. Easily maintained 
and 
kept 


clean. 


The only disadvantage 
attributed 


to this type of road is the high initial 
cost. 
This is largely 
offset, it is 


figured, by the low maintenance nm.' 
general stamina of the road. 


The best type of brick road, in the 


opinion of the government road ex- 
perts, is a good brick laid on a sand 
cushion, with a substantial concrete 
foundation. 


The most essential 
factor in the 


building of a good brick road is the 
selection of a suitable brick. 
The 


United States road men recommend 
bricks made from shales and fire clay» 
of the "lean" varieties. 
The shales 


are red while the fire clays produce a 
light-colored road. 
The brick chosen 


should be hard, rough and uniform in 
size. 


Although a definite speculation as 


to crushing strength is not neces&ary, 
good paving brick should withstand a 
pressure of from 
15,000 to 20,000 


pounds per square inch. 


For the brick road, a concrete foun- 


dation is advisable, but where the 
traffic is light, broken stone will often 
suffice. 
Should 
stone, be 
used, il 


should be put on in courses, the larg- 
est stones at the bottom, and should 
be from 8 to 10 inches deep. 


The more satisfactory concrete base 


may be a composition of one parl 
Portland cement, three parts sand and 
live to seven parts broken stone or 
gravel. 
This should then be covered 


to a depth of two inches with a clean 
sand, spread dry. On this sand 
cushion the bricks are laid on edge 
and at right angles to the line of the 
road. 
Each alternate row shoul.l be- 


gin a half a brick in. 
Ramming and 


rolling complete the road.

Admiral Winslow, Commander of 


The Pacific Fleet, Retires Today 


Washington, July 29.—With the re- 


irement of Admiral Cameron Mc- 
Rae Winslow, who today turns over 
he command of the Pacific Fleet to 
Rear Admiral Caperton and goes- on 
he retired list on account of age, the 
United States Navy loses one of its 
.blest and most honorable and useful 
ervants. His career, from the tiaue 
if his graduation from the naval 
academy in 1875, has been full oy 
lonors and credit, and few officers or 
he navy have served in so many dif- 
erent capacities. 


Admiral Winslow comes of the fa- 


mous naval family of that name, be- 
ng a nephew of the Winslow who 
commanded the Kearsage in her fa- 
TIOUS battle with the Alabama. He 
was born in the District of Columbia 
and entered the Annapolis academy 


has held the rank of rear admiral 
since that 1813. When he first went 
to sea it was with the old man-of- 
war Hartford, and from that.time, lo 
this he has been part of the evolution 
of the navy, with conspicuous ap- 
pointments to land duty alternating 
with the routine service at sea that 
has taken him about the world again 
and again. He visited officially the 
Paris exposition of 1878 and the 
Queen's Jubilee in London in 1897. 
He was present at the inauguration 
of President Gomez in Caracas, Ven- 
ezuela, and of 'President Gomez at 
Havana. His 
appointment to the 


command of the Pacific fleet comes 
as a reward for his recent distin- 
guished services in the work of re- 
storing order in Haiti and San Do- 
mingo.

His first sea duty after graduation 


was in the "big ship Tennessee" on 
the Asiatic station, 1875-77. 
Other 


vessels he served in includes the Con- 
stitution, Pensacola, Kearsage, AI- 
iance and Terror to 1895. He was 
advanced several numbers for extra- 
ordinary heroism during the war with 
Spain. 
While a lieutenant in 1893 


he most gallantly led a small party 
of volunteers to cut the Cuban cables 
off Cienfuegos, Cuba, in order thai 
the Spanish forces might be cut off 
from all communication with Spain. 


For three hours the American sail- 


ors in the boats were under the 
heaviest kind of fire from the Span- 
iards on shore, but Lieutenant Wins- 
low and his men bravely kept at work 
until two of the cables had been cut.
